Grades.  This  year  my  standard  of  grading  will  be  kept  to  a 
much  higher  level  than  in  former  years.  I  am  going  to  handle 
nothing  but  high  grade  selected  stock.  In  many  varieties  from 
40  to  60%  will  run  specimens. 

Terms.  Credit  will  be  gladly  extended  to  old  customers  and  to 
new  ones  who  will  supply  me  proper  references  as  to  their  finan¬ 
cial  reliability.  All  bills  are  due  June  1st. 

Condition  of  Sale.  I  give  no  guarantee  either  expressed  or  im¬ 
plied  as  to  the  living  qualities  of  any  collected  stock  I  furnish. 
Any  claim  must  be  made  in  writing  not  later  than  10  days  after 
the  receipt  of  shipment.  As  in  the  past,  I  stand  ready  to  make 
adjustment  where  conditions  warrant. 

Prices.  All  prices  in  this  list  cover  stock  f.  o.  b.  shipping  point 
and  are  net,  subject  to  no  discount.  Purchasers  can  make  up  any 
combination  they  may  need  at  the  prices  herein  quoted  except  on 
special  carload  offers. 

Burlapping.  The  prices  herein  listed  do  not  include  burlapping. 
1  will  be  glad  to  render  this  service  at  cost  however  and  in  sizes 
up  to  2  ft.  the  price  will  be  7c  each;  2  ft.  and  including  4  ft.  10c 
each;  larger  sizes  15c  each.  Please  specify  in  ordering  whether 
you  want  stock  burlapped  or  not.

Because  of  the  fact  that  Rhododen¬ 
dron  carolinianum,  Leiophyllum  buxifolium  and  Leucothoe  cates- 
baei  come  chiefly  from  North  Carolina  and  also  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  best  Rhododendron  catawbiense  now  obtainable, 
comes  from  that  point  I  plan  this  spring  to  ship  all  mixed  carload 
shipments  from  North  Carolina,  except  carload  combinations  call¬ 
ing  for  Rhododendron  maximum,  Azalea  calendulacea  and  Kalmia 
latifolia.  Such  carload  orders  will  be  shipped  from  Virginia.

These  Pines  are  all  growing  in  the 
open  and  because  they  are  growing  in  a  heavy  clay  soil  can  be 
lifted  with  large  solid  balls  of  earth.  All  Pines  will  be  handled 
similar  to  the  way  Boxwood  is  dug,  that  is,  each  ball  will  be  se¬ 
cured  with  wire  mesh.  These  prices  include  careful  digging  and 
in  the  larger  sizes  each  tree  will  be  properly  platformd.

Only 
well  shaped  trees  that  are  feathered  to  the  ground  will  be  fur¬ 
nished.  Each  tree  will  be  carefully  dug  and  properly  burlapped 
and  in  sizes  from  12  ft.  up,  each  tree  will  be  properly  platformed. 

I  will  gladly  supply  photographs  illustrating  accurately  the  qual¬ 
ity  of  the  trees  and  the  way  these  balls  are  secured.  The  way  I 
will  handle  Hemlocks  this  coming  spring  will  insure  prospective 
purchasers  of  successful  plantings.  Orders  for  carload  shipments 
only  will  be  accepted.  The  freight  rates  are  very  reasonable;  to 
New  York  and  Philadelphia  the  freight  on  a  minimum  car  is 
about  $70.00  per  car.
